New Member Waterworks Board 


Submits an Anti-Sand Scneme. 


Advocates Taking OurWater Supplies from 


Welts Sunk la Water-Bearing' Sand. 


St. Louis Concern Anxious to Make a lent 


of the System Proposed—Clerk Hall 


Strikes the Board for aa Increase In 


Salary and Get»—Nit-All the Old 


Employes 
Hold Over 
for 


the Present—First Meet- 


ing; of New Board. 


'i'he first business tc be brought be- 


fore the water-works board last night 
by the newly elected member, 
Mr. 


Homer, was a proposition for the solu- 
tion of the intake problem now" causing 
so much trouble. His idea waa the 
sinking of wella in the water bearing 
sand, and a proposition ruado by a St. 
Louis concern to put in a test well was 
discussed at length by the board. 
Mr. 


Homer has been at considerable pains 
to investigate the system he proposes 
adopting, and he is pretty confident 
that it is the only solution of the pres- 
ent trouble with sand now being ex- 
perienced. The system he advocates 
provides for the sinking of a number of 
wells, through hard-pan, 
into the 


water bearing sand. 
These wells are 


to be put in either vertical or hori- 
zontally, this to be determined by test. 
The wells would be pat down here un- 
der the river and it would not be neces- 
sary to change any of the pumping or 
other machinery at the works. 
These 


wells are cased with a patent screen 
which prevents the sand from entering 
the pipes or finding its way to the 
pumps. 
Mr. Homer is of the opinion 


that about eight sis-inch wells wonld 
supply the city with all the water 
needed for the nest half century. 
The 


cost of putting in such a system would 
not be great, and, considering the way 
in which the sand is now ruining the 
pumps and machinery, would soon pay 
for itself in the saving of repairs, etc. 
The system has been adopted by much 
larger towns than Portsmouth, and 
everywhere, so far as heard from, is 
giving perfect satisfaction. 
It is no 


experiment, and the company putting 
in the system guarantee complete satis- 
faction. 
Ripley has adopted it, and, 


from all reports, has one of the most 
complete water-works systems in this 
section. 


Mr. Homer entered 
into 
corres- 


pondence with the Oook company and 
obtained a proposition for the putting 
in of a test well here. The company 
agreed to send an expert, with special 
tools and machinery, the oity to pay 
for his services at the rate of $7 a day 
and the oity to furnish all other neces- 
sary labor, pipe and machinery. 
The 


cost of auch a test was figured out by 
Mr. Homur to be between §300 and 
$400. 
It would determine with just 


what puccess such a system might be 
put in here and its probable cost. 


Mr. Dice did no? take very readily 


with the proposition submitted by Mr. 
Homer, and the matter waa taken under 
consideration by the board until nest 
meeting. 
Something must be done 


soon. 
With one pump completely dis- 


abled and the other' pumping from 
twenty to thirty per cent, of sand, the 
oity is liable at any moment to find 
itself without a water works. 


OTHER BUSINESS. 


The only business to come before the 


old board was the allowing of the 
schedule, amounting to §1,192.21. Mr. 
Williams would not vote for allowing 
a bill of $180 for a latbe purchased by 
the engineer. 
He did not think it was 


needed. 


The new board, with Mr. Homer suc- 


ceeding Mr. Williams, organized by 
electing Mr. Dice, presiaent. Clerk 
Hall brought the first business before 
the new board. He went on to relate 
how the business of the board had in- 
creased and the way in which work 
had piled up on the clerk. 
The city 


now had 2,500 water consumers, whose 
rents the clerk was expected to look 
after and collect.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Washington, May 3, 1897. 


Mr. McKiuley has fully made up his 


mind to curtail some of the extensions 
of the civil service rules made by Mr. 
Cleveland, but he iaoks .the nerve to do 
so until public opinion has been worked 
up a little on the subject. That is why 
members of his cabinet and other 
prominent officials are making publio 
their opinions against those rules. Of 
course, everybody understands that the 
rales do not keep the present Demo- 
cratic occupants of the positions in 
office, but so long as they are in force 
they do operate to keep those Republi- 
cans who are not already in the gov- 
ernment service out of office.

that is the milk in the 
coconut. 


Promises have been made that have got 
to be kept, and the only way to keep 
them is to withdraw the civil service 
rules from some of these places.

Mr. McKinley been a man of backbone 
he would simply have rescinded Mr.

The entire Georgia congressional dele- 
gation made a respectful protest against 
appointing this negro postmaster at 
Augusta, taking the.gronud that there 
were plenty of places paying just as 
well that could be given him, where 
the performance of his official duties 
would not necessitate constant irrita- 
tion of the entire business interests of 
a city and the greater part of its popu- 
lation—probably 
nine-tenths 
of its 


mail-receiving population. Postmaster- 
General Gary had given the Georgia 
delegation to understand that he was 
opposed to making this negro post- 
master at Augusta, but it seems that 
the negro, who was 
a 
McKinley 


whooper-up previous to the St. Louis 
convention, had Boss Hanna's positive 
promise of the post-office, if MoKiuley 
was nominated and o lea tod, and that 
tie has refused all offers of other places, 
although some of them carry more sal- 
ary, and insisted upon being nomi- 
nated postmaster at 
Augusta. 
The 


Georgia senators believe they can de- 
feat his nomination in the senate, and 
it is certain that they will fight it to 
the last ditch, and hang it up if they 
can't defeat it. 


"Oh, it's just the regular pendulum 


swing," is the substance of what mem- 
bers of the administration say when 
their attention is called to the large 
amount of gold—more than $7,000,000 
—engaged last week in New York for 
shipment to Europe, "and it will all 
come back again in the fall to pay for 
our crops." 
They may be right, -but 


those with good memories have not for- 
gotten that Secretary Carlisle and his 
assistants talked the same way in 1894, 
when nearly $102,000,000 in gold went 
to Europe, and in 1895 when the value 
exported almost reached $105,000,000, 
and again in 1896 when it went close 
to $57,000,000, and they know that 
this gold was only brought back by 
issuing 8261,000,000 in United States 
bonds. Mr. MoKinley has said that he 
would not issue bonds, but he has also 
said that Mr. Cleveland did right in 
issuing them when the continued de- 
mand for gold caused the gold reserve 
in the United States treasury to fall 
below the arbitrary limit set without 
any legal authority by John Sherman, 
when he was secretary of the treasury. 
Everybody hopes that this gold raid is 
not made by the New York and London 
money changers to force another issue 
of bonds, but that doesn't keep people 
from wondering what Mr. McKinley 
would do, should it turn out that way. 


Democratic employees of the treasury 


department, who are not so unsophisti- 
cated as to expect to be protected by 
the civil service commission, are pre- 
paring to "get it in the neck." A 
committee has been appointed to in- 
vestigate all the bureaus of the treasury 
department, and to report a plan of 
reorganization that will enable the 
most efficient employes to get the larg- 
est salaries. 
That sounds all right, 


doesn't it? But "every 
wide-awake 


Democrat knows that the plan reported 
will give the biggest salaries to the Re- 
publicans, and is preparing to take his 
dose of reduction with as good grace as 
he can, if be isn't in a position to show 
his disgust by resigning when the reor- 
ganization is made.

i BAZAAB ABLAZE. 


hocking Catastrophe In the 


Heart of Paris. ' 


While an Undertaking In the Name of 


Sweet Charity \Va» at Its Height Fire 
Break* Ont, Calming a Paolo Among 
the Spectator*—One Hundred Meet an 
Awful Death. 
•Paris, May 5.—Fire broke out in a 
;rowded charitable bazaar in the Rue 
Tean-Goujon, at which the Duchess 
d'Uzes and other well known patroness- 
33 were present. 
Many people were 


mrued to death and there was a terri- 
ble panic, during which a number of 
persons were injured. 


The police officials say they believe 


t to be certain that the number of 
deaths would exceed 100, recalling the 
.errible fire at the Opera Comique. 


In spite of the efforts of the firemen 


>ome time elapsed before the charred 
jodies could be pulled frnm fhn smok- 
ng and burning mass of debris cover- 
ng the Bpot, which but a short time 
Before had been the scene of so much 
aiety. 
The missing who are supposed to b9 


dead include General Meunier, the 
Marchioness de Galifet, the Duchess 
d'Alencon, the Countesses De Mun and 
St. Perier, the Marchioness De Flore, 
the Viscountess Hunol Holstein, Bar- 
oness Mackan, wife of the leader of the 
Pro-Raltists in the chamber of depu- 
ies, and Madame Morlaunelamon, her 
son and four daughters. 


One hundred corpses have been laid 


out in the Palais d'L Industrie. 


It is believed that another 100 are 


beneath the ruins. 


The . building was erected in the 


flimsiest manner, the nudity of tbe 
scaffolding inside being concealed by 
tapestry hangings of the most inBam- 
mable material. Moreover, there was 
only one exit. 


The bazaar was in full swing when 


suddenly about 4 o'clock the cry of 
fire rose 
in ' the quarter where .the 


kinemetograpli was being exhibited. 


One survivor said: "I can not de- 


scribe the struggle for life which en- 
sued. No words can depict the horror 
of the scene. It seems as I look back 
upon it like a hideous nightmare. The 
whole thing was over in 12 minutes, 
and nothing remained but the charred 
and blackened ruins of the bazaar." 


The dead were piled in heaps, and 


especially near the 
exit, where the 


charred rnmains were five feet deep. 
In some cases only the 
trunks re- 


mained, with, no vestige of clothing. 


The firemen arrived at 6, aud a com- 


pany of infantry followed to clear the 
ruins and search ' for corpses. The 
news spread like wildfire. 


All 
the 
cabinet ministers now in 


Paris went immediately to the scene. 
Hundreds of equipages streamed along 
the Champs d'Blyzes, their.occupants 
with anxious and tear-stained 
faces 


inquiring for their 
relatives. 
There 


were many heartrending scenes of 
grief. 


The building was constructed about 


six months ago. At the time it was 
remarked that it 
would burn like 


matchwood. The interior was divided 
into shops a la old Paris, constructed 
of prettily painted canvas. 


The correspondent has had an in- 


terview with Miss Elsie Bushueck of 
Philadelphia, who, with 
the • Misse: 


Hawthorn and Dreher, was one of the 
few who escaped, although not un- 
scratched. 


"I was a saleswoman at booth No, 


15, close to the place where the fire 
originated. I arrived at 4:10 with my 
friends. We went to my booth, where 
four nuns presided. In the booth were 
three blind girls working, one reading 
the blind alphabet, the other writing 
and the third making brushes. 
The 


lady presiding over that section of the 
bazaar told me I need not hurry, bul 
that it would be all rfght if I came 
a little later. I started to look around 
the bazaar and stopped at a lottery 
wheel, where I won a bunch of aspar- 
agus. 
Just then, happening to turn 


round, I saw and called my friend's 
attention to a flicker in the corner o: 
the wall about 15 yards away. Hardly 
had I done so when a gentleman be- 
hind me cried: 'Feu, Mesdames, sor- 
tez' (Fire, 
ladies, hasten out), ant 


pushed me toward the door ' rather 
roughly, but fortunately for me. 


"As this was my second experience 


under such circumstances, I advisee 
my two friends to raise their skirts in 
the front so they would not stumble 
over them. 


"We were just then stepping on the 


first of the three steps leading out of 
the building. Turning my head to 
look back, I saw the whole place in 
flames. At my left I caught a glimpse 
of an old lady emerging from an ad- 
jacent door and saw her stumble on 
her skirts. The next instant quite 20 
persons piled on top of her. I crosses 
the street and turned round to face the 
fire, but already the heat was so in- 
tense that it scorched me. Out of the 
pile of persons who fell near the door 
none were saved. All were burned in 
a moment. Of the nuns at my bootu 
two were saved, and one blind girl.' 


The managers of the Bazaar had ar- 


ranged the stall so as to represent a 
street of old Paris. 


The Dowager Duchesse d'Uzes is one 


of the most prominent women in 
France and is said to have provided 
3,000,000 francs for the propaganda o: 
General Bsulacger. 


To ths list of those dead must be 


added the following: Comtesse Hum 
olstein, the Marquise Des Maisan, Mme 
Ventimesnille, Mine. Hoskier, wife of 
the well known Russian banker, Mme. 
Poitevin, Mme. Jacques Hausmann an<i 
tie daughter of M. Shevilly and Mile. 
Mandat-Grancey.

OHIO SENATOB'S MAIDEN EFPOET. 


Daring the Con»ider«tlon of the Sundry 


Ci»ll Appropriation Bill Mr. For»ker 
Offered an Amendment Appropriating 
•4OO.OOO For Tennessee RlTer, Thereby 
FurniBhlOK a Text For Criticism. 
Washington, May 5.—Senators Gor- 


man of Maryland and Foraker of Ohio 
bad a lively tilt in vthe senate dur- 
ing the consideration of the sundry 
civil appropriation bill. 


There was added interest in the con- 


troversy from the fact that Mr. Fora- 
ker is a newcomer and this was his 
maiden effort, while Mr. Gorman Is 
one of the veterans of the senate. 


It occurred when Mr. Foraker of- 


fered an amendment 
appropriating 


|400,000 for the Tennessee river. This 
gave Mr. Gorman a text for a severe 
criticism of reckless extravagance in 
appropriations. 


There was something of a stir when 


Mr. Foraker rose to reply to Mr. Gor- 
man. It was tli* maiden speech of the 
Ohio senator. 
He said the senator's 


(Gorman's) speech made him think of 
that governor who refused to grant a 
pardon because he had already grant- 
ed two" pardons to parties from the 
same county. This 
speech, he said, 


•was a repetition of one the 
senator 


had made recently on the Indian ap- 
propriation bill when he had under- 
taken to tell senators as to their duty 
to the country. 
• At that time he (Gorman) had de- 
clared that the appropriations were 
recklessly extravagant. And having 
thus delivered himself the senator en- 
tered the cloak room, put on his hat 
and went home. He (Foraker) had 
expected some particulars of this ex- 
travagance, but they were not offered. 


"So far as the tariff policy and the 


tariff bill that have been referred to 
by the senator are concerned, let me 
say that they need no defense from 
me or any other senator on this side 
of the chamber at this time. In view 
of the experience this 'country has 
had during the last four years, the 


• tariff policy of the Republican party 


Is speaking for itself more eloquently 
than any human tongue can speak. 


"So far, Mr. President, as the pen- 


sioners of this government are con- 
cerned, the senator need not have the 
solicitude he manifests. They will be 
taken care of. They have never failed 
to be taken care of under Republican 
administrations. 


"For the next four years It Is the 


purpose of the legislation we propose 
that the government of the United 
States shall have a sufficient revenue 
to meet its ordinary expenditures; 
that it shall have a sufficient revenue 
to make it unnecessary to issue bonds 
to meet the current obligations of the 
government; that it shall have a suf- 
ficient revenue to pay pensions to the 
men who are entitled to them; and it 
will have that revenue and those obli- 
gations will all be discharged. 
The 


eenator need not have any apprehen- 
sion on that point." 


Mr. Gorman replied in a jocular 


style. He said the senator (Foraker) 
Vf&s a new arrival, and came as one 
of the great host from Ohio. He had 
not been in the senate long. He would 
learn in time the methods of the cloak 
room, and that senators were meas- 
ured by their 
associates and their 


services. The senator (Fo'raker) was 
the senior senator 
from 
Ohio, 
the 


state sending us a president, and yet 
he was among the first to urge an in- 
crease of $-100,000 in the appropria- 
tions. 


Mr. Foraker had 
a parting word. 


He said he had spoken only because 
the Maryland senator had undertaken 
to lecture the Republican side. The 
senator should not feel alarmed. There 
-would be an economical administra- 
tion and senators on the Republican 
side would Join hands with him in re- 
ducing expenditures. But the new 
men would 
at least expect him to 


draw on his great stores of experience 
and information. 
The Maryland sen- 


ator had professed to have so much 
knowledge that the newcomers would 
look to him as a guide in taking the 
burdens from the people, "whose trib- 
une he assumed to be." 


TtEVIfiKD TARIFF T5II/L. 


The Subcommittee Reports the Amended 


Measure to the Senate. 


Washington, May 5.—Senator Aid- 


rich presented the tariff bill to the sen- 
ate and gave notice that it would be 
called up on Tuesday, the 18th inst. 


The time for the bill to take effect 


is made July 1, 1S97, instead of May 1, 
as provided in the house, and the words 
in the first paragraph, "or withdrawn 
for consumption" (retroactive clause), 
are stricken out. 


The bill was reported to the surprise 


of senators and the public. When the 
senate finance committee met the idea 
prevailed that the bill would be held in 
committee for two days. All the mem- 
bers of the committee were present. 


The Democrats examined the bill for 


nearly an hour, making running com- 
ments upon it. They announced that 
they were against the bill as a whrle. 
They soon understood that Senator 
Jones of Nevada was going to vote with 
me Republicans, and realized there was 
no possibility of changing the bill. 


They had no desire to make any fac- 


tious opposition, and when a motion 
•was made by the Republicans to report 
the bill at once the vote was taken 
promptly. All the Republicans, with 
Senator Jones of Nevada, voted for the 
motion and all the Democrats against 
it, the vote standing 6 to 5. 


"It will raise revenue enough," was 


tho comment of Senator Allison, assent- 
ed-to by Senator Aldrlch. They eati- 
m»t«d, bowaTer, that the

1 be $13,000,000, and from tea $10,000,000. j 


Many and Important changes were 


made by the senate tariff subcommit- 
tee in the wool and woolen schedule ' 
as passed by the house.

wools from 12 to 9 cents, whereas the

dried, peas changed from 1 cent per 
pound to 20 cents per bushel. Ever- 
greeen seedlings are added to tlie para- 
graph in regard to tree cuttings and 
made dutiable at $1.75 per thousand. 
'Articles in this paragraph not specifi- 
cally provided for are changed from 30 
to 25 per cent ad valorem. 


Potatoes are reduced from 25 to 20 


cents per bushel; flaxseed or linseed 
from 30 to 25 cents per bushel, and 
seeds of all kinds not specifically pro- 
vided for froin 40 to 25 per cent ad va- 
lorem.

To Improve the Mississippi. 


Washington, May 5. — The senate 


took up the Sundry civil appropriation 
bill. When the item appropriating ?2, 
333,333 for continuing the improvement 
of the Mississippi river from the head 
of the passes to the mouth of the Ohio 
river was reached it was amended so as 
to make the appropriation immediately 
available. 


Free Homestead Bill Fanned. 


Washington, May 5.—The senate has 


passed the bill to provide free homes 
on the public lands for actual and toon- 
afide settlers, known, as the "Free 
Homestead" bill.
